The  week1 s  trend  on  slaughter  steers  and 
heifers  although  uneven  was  generally  steady 
to  25tf  lower  at  most  Corn  Belt  terminals.     How- 
ever, at  Chicago  steers  advanced  25-75^  and 
heifers  were  steady  to  25£  higher  at  Chicago  and 
Sioux  City.     Liberal  run  of  covs  declined 
25£-$1.00.     Feeder  cattle  and  calves  were 
largely  steady.     Hog  prices  closed  steadv  to 
504  lower  at  most  terminals  but  were  steady  to 
25^  higher  at  eastern  Corn  Belt  centers  and  in 
Interior  Iowa-So.  Minn.        Slaughter  lamb  prices 
were  50^-Cl.OO  lower  at  most  points. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Salable 
cattle  receipts  at  the  12  markets  were  practi- 
cally the  same  as  the  previous  week.     The 
consist  showed  only  moderate  change  except  for 
the  increase   in   slaughter  cows,   the   supply  of 
which  at  some  points  reached  a  seasonal  peak. 
The  12  market  cattle  supplies  were  13       percent 
above  the  corresponding  1960  week,   one  of  the 
few  times  in  recent  months  that  receipts  have 
exceeded  the  same  period  a  year  ago. 

Slaughter  steer  price  trends  were  uneven, 
but  in  general  were  steady  to  25f  lower  aside 
from  the  25-75^  advance  at  Chicago.     Heifers 
sold  steady  to  25 £  higher  at  Chicago  and  Sioux 
City,  but  were  steady  to  25£  lower  at  other 
markets.     Slaughter  cows  were  under  severe 
downward  pressure  at  all  points  and  finished 
25tf-$1.00  lower  and  generally  at  a  low  for  the 
year.     Bulls  were  steady  to  50#  lower,  while 
vealers  held  steady  at  St.  Paul  and  St.  Louis.

At  other  markets 
scattered  loads  and  lots  of  high-Choice  and 
Prime  sold  at  $25.25-26.00,     Choice  bulking  at 
$23.75-25.25,     Good  $21.50-24.25,  mostly  $21.50- 
23.75. 

Slaughter  heifers:     Bulk  Choice  heifers 
$22.75-24.00,     a  few  high-Choice  and  Prime 
reaching  $24.75  at  St.  Louis,     most  Good  $21.50- 
23.00. 

Slaughter  cows:     Utility  and  Commercial 
cows  cashed  from  $33.50-16.00,     Canner  and 
Cutter  largely  $11.00-14.00. 

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Although  large 
volume  fall  marketings  in  past  years  often 
have  neared  completion  by  mid-November,   receipts 
of  feeder       cattle  and  calves  at  terminal 
markets  during  the  week  under  review  were  only 
moderately  below  the  previous  week  and,  for  the 
first  time  in  several  months,  were  moderately 
larger  than  the  sane  week  a  year  ago.     Qood  and 
Choice  grades  predominated  with  moderate  numbers 


of  Choice  and  Fancy.     The  price  margin  between 
feeders  and   slaughter  cattle  this  season  has 
been  less  than  a  year  ago.     However,  abundant 
feed  supplies,  desire  for  cattle  to  glean  corn 
fields  and  generally  good  weather  conditions 
continued  to  motivate  a    widespread  demand. 
Thus,  while   trading  at  times  was  only  moder- 
ately active,     prices  at  midwest  markets  for  the 
the  most  part  were  maintained  on  a  steady  basis. 
Principal  exception  was  on  calves  which  occa- 
sionally sold  weak  to  50£  lower.

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Receipts  con- 
tinued liberal  although  the  increase  was  only 
fractional  as  compared  with  the  preceding  week. 
Following  recent  sharp  price  downturns,  there 
was  another  dip  on  Monday,  but  prices  rallied 
sharply  the  following  two  days,  only  to  decline 
again  at  most  points  on  Thursday  and  Friday. 
Compared  with  the  previous  week's  close,   late 
sales  on  barrows  and  gilts  were  steady  to  50$ 
lower  at  most  western  Corn  Belt  markets,  but 
steady  to  25 tf  higher  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
area.     Sows  were  generally  steady  to  25^  lower.

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.  S. 
No.  1  over  No.  3  live  basis  200-2200  barrows 
and  gilts  was  89£  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale 
carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago 
November  2  to  November  8,  1961  inclusive. 

Hogs  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
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area  receipts  at  308,000     head  were  31  percent 
less  than  the  liberal  supply  of  the  previous 
week  and  about  the  same  as  the  corresponding 
week  last  year.     A  price  decline  on  Monday  re- 
duced prices  to  the  lowest  level  in  more  than 
a  year,  however,  later  advances  more  than 
erased  the  downturn  and  Thursday's  sales  on 
barrows  and  gilts  were  steady  to  25$  higher 
than  the  previous  Friday.     Sows  comprised  about 
7     percent  of  receipts  and  sold  15-25$  higher. 

On  Thursday,  U.  S.  No.  1-3  200-240$ 
barrows  and  gilts  sold  at  $15.25-16.00  and 
moderate  volume  No.   1-2  $15.75-16.25.     U.  S.  No.

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12  termi- 
nals numbered  116,000   head,     11  percent  above  a 
week  earlier  and  52     percent  more  than  last 
year.     Wooled  slaughter  lambs  predominated  re- 
ceipts at  most  terminals,     feeder  lambs  were  de- 
creased in  overall  percentage.     Fairly  broad 
slaughter  lamb  marketings  along  with  sharply 
lower  dressed  prices  were  influential  factors 
on  the  live  market  and  for  the  week,   slaughter 
lambs  were  50$-$1.00  lower,,    instances  $1.50 
off.     Slaughter  ewes  were  steady  to  50$  higher.

LESS  -THAN   CARLO T  MEAT  ""RATE   REVIEW 

EASTBHB  SEABOARD  -  Carcass   steer  beef  along 
the  Eastern   Seaboard   sold  generally   steady;    how- 
ever,  at  New  York  prices  were  fully  50/  higher. 
At  Philadelphia  cow  beef   sold   steady  to  50/ 
lower.     Veal  prices  were    steady   to   $2.00  lower 
while  calf  carcasses  held   steady.     Lamb   sold 
steady   to  50/  lower.      Pork  loins  were   steady   to 
50/  up  at  New  York  but  mostly  $1.00-2.00  lower 
at   other  points.      Spareribs  were   steady   to  SI. 00 
lower,    Boston  butts  and  skinned  hams  steady. 

Choice   and  Prime  kosher   steer  forequarters 
were   strong  to  higher,   mostly  $1.00  up.     Veal, 
calf  and  lamb  held  steady. 

Supplies  of  all  meats  were  normal.      Trading 
on   steer  carcasses  and   cuts  was  fairly  active. 
Demand  was  particularly  broad  for  steer  arm 
chucks  at  New  York  and  prices  were  $1.00-2.50 
above  a  week  ago.      Choice   and  Prime  veal  moved 
readily,   however,    Standard  and  Good  grade  offer- 
ings were   slow.     The  lamb   trade  was  only  moder- 
ately active   with  demand  fair.      In   the  New  York 
area  chain  accounts  absorbed  near  normal   require- 
ments and  late   in  the  period  small  lots  of   lamb 
foresaddles   and  carcasses   sold   on  a  very  competi- 
tive basis.     Buyers    readily  absorbed  all  pork 
cuts   including  loins  as  clearance  was  complete 
in  all  market   areas. 

CHICAGO  -  The  week's   trend  on  steer  and 
heifer  beef  carcasses  was   about   steady,   veal  and 
lamb  mostly  $1.00  lower,   pork  loins  8-16#  $1.00- 
1.50  lower,   Boston  butts  4-8#  $1.50-2.00  lower, 
spareribs   steady. 

Fresh  meat   supplies  were  mostly  normal   ex- 
cept there  was  only  a  moderate   supply  of  veal. 
Choice   continued  to  be   the  predominating  grade 
in  beef   supply;    although   there  was  a   slight   in- 
crease  in  the  number  of  Good.    There  was   some 
increase  noted   in  lamb  weighing  55-65#,   however, 
the  bulk  still   continued  to  scale  under  50#. 
The  pork  loin   tonnage  was   largely  12-16#  averages. 

Carcass  beef  trade  at  the  best   time  was 
only  moderr.tely   active,   bulk  moving  from  whole- 
sale houses   in   the  form  of  primal  cuts.      There 
was  a  good  demand  for  beef   ribs,   particularly 
for  those  30#  and  down.      Outlets  were  adequate 
for  chucks,    rounds  and  loins,    and  fabricated 
loin  cuts  also  cleared  well.     Rounds   and  ribs 
were  higher.     Veal   trade  was   slow.     A  fair  demand 
for  carcass  lamb  at   the  outset  narrowed  as   the 
week  progressed.     Demand  was  good  for  lamb  legs, 
stews   and   shoulders,    but  loins  v;ere   slow  and  ribs 
practically  at   a   standstill.      Fresh  pork   trade 
slow  for  the  most  part,   with  a  moderate  demand 
on  8-12*  loins   on  closing   sessions. 


PACIFIC  COAST  -   Considerable  variation 
characterized  the  price   trend  on   steer  and 
heifer  carcass  beef;   mostly  50/  lower  in 
Southern  California,    steady  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  area  and   stendy   to  $1.00  higher  in 
the  Pacific  Northwest.      Cow  beef  followed  a 
more  uniform  pattern,    stendy   to  $1.00  lower, 
but  mostly  $1.00  lover  in   the  Northwest.     Bull 
beef  was   steady   to  weak,      Calf  and  veal  was 
also   irregular,    steady  in  San  Frnncisco, 
steady   to  $1.00  higher  in   the  Northwest,    but 
calf  $1.00-2.00  lower  in  Los  Angeles  and  veal 
in  too  limited  supply  to  fully  test  prices. 
Lamb    sold  at   steady  levels   in   California  but 
steady  to  $1.00  lower  in  the  Portland-Seattle 
areas.     Fresh  pork  was   steady   to  $2.00   lower 
at  all  points  except  loins  were  as  much   as 
$3.00  lower  in  San  Francisco.     Cured  pork 
held   steady  except  bacon  was   steady  to  $2.00 
lower  in  California  and  smoked  hams  steady  to 
$2.00  higher  in  the  Northwest.

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BOSTON   WOOL   MARKET   REVIEW 


Trading  was  limited  in  the  Boston  market. 
Sales  of  greasy  domestic  worsted  wools  were 
limited  due  to  small  supplies.  Reports  from 
recent  domestic  sealed  bid  sales  indicate 
mostly  complete  clearance.  Price  levels  were 
generally  steady  for  the  week. 

There  was  fair  demand  for  scoured  pulled 
wools  and  trading  was  moderately  active  at 
steady  prices.   Noils  were  very  slow  at  un- 
changed prices. 

Midweek  cables  from  foreign  wool  centers 
showed  quotations  from  Australia  one  to  two 
cents  lower.  The  Continent  and  Japan  buyers 
dominated  at  Newcastle  while  demand  from  Great 
Britain  and  Russia  was  only  moderate.  At 
Adelaide  there  was  keen  competition  with  the 
Continent  operating  freely,  Great  Britain, 
Japan  and  Russia  moderate.  Liverpool  prices 
were  firm  and  white  wools  were  2-i-5  percent 
higher.  South  Africa  and  South  American  wools 
were  steady  in  a  slow  trade. 

Fleece  V.'ools  •«  A  fair  amount  of  quarter- 
blood  domestic  fleeces  sold  at  $1.05. 

Territory  Wools  -  Some  half-blood  wools 
sold  at  estimated  clean  price  of  31.18.  Couple 
cars  California  fall  wool  solH  in  Dixon  area 
at  3u£  a  pound  along  with  80  bags  lambs  wool 
at  32£  a  pound,  grease  basis. 

Texas  Wools  -  Medium  fall  wools  met  moder- 
ate movement  at  38-4 2£  grease  basis.  About 
200,000  pounds  sold  Monday  and  Tuesday  in  Del 
Rio,  Texas.  New  wool  brought  41.50^-46.50^ 
and  four  months  lambs  wool  43-48£. 

Mohair  -  Trading  was  extremely  slow. 

?oreipr.  V.ools  -  Cabled  quotations  at 
week's  end  from  Australia  showed  declines  of 
l-2£  with  the  opening  at  Newcastle  on  Tuesday 
fully  1£  below  close  at  Sydney.  Prices  at 
Adelaide  were  easier.

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  ON  FEED--7  SELECTED  STATES,  NOVEMBER  1,  1961 
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Sheep  and  lambs  on  feed  for  market  in  7  major  feeding  States  totaled  2,431,000  head  on 
November  1,  1961,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  is  6  percent  less  than  the 
2,590,000  head  (revised)  on  feed  in  these  seven  States  November  1  last  year.  The  number  of 
sheep  and  lambs  on  feed  decreased  in  3  of  the  seven  States  -  Nebraska  18  percent,  Iowa  17 
percent,  and  Colorado  12  percent.  The  States  shoving  increases  were  as  follows:  Kansas  19 
percent,  California  9  percent,  Texas  5  percent,  and  South  Dakota  2  percent. 

Of  the  total  number  on  feed,  87  percent  were  placed  on  feed  during  September  and  October 
compared  with  88  percent  placed  on  feed  during  these  two  months  a  year  earlier.  This  year  13 
percent  were  placed  on  feed  before  September  1  compared  with  12  percent  last  year. 

A  breakdown  of  the  November  1  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  on  feed  in  the  7  major  sheep  feed- 
ing States  indicates  a  smaller  number  in  each  weight  group  as  compared  with  a  year  earlier. 
The  number  weighing  less  than  60  pounds  totaled  136,000  head  compared  with  139,000  a  year 
earlier.  Those  weighing  60-79  pounds  totaled  1,299,000  head,  down  8  percent  from  the  1,411,000 
on  feed  in  this  group  a  year  earlier.  A  total  of  897,000  head  weighed  80-99  pounds — dawn  4  per- 
cent from  the  934,000  head  of  last  November  1.  Those  weighing  100  pounds  or  more  totaled  99,000 
head,  down  7  percent  from  the  106,000  in  this  group  a  year  ago. 

Of  the  sheep  and  lambs  on  feed  November  1  in  the  7  States  those  weighing  less  than  60 
pounds  accounted  for  6  percent  of  the  total  this  year  compared  with  5  percent  on  November  1, 
1960.  Sheep  and  lambs  in  the  60-79  pound  weight  group  made  up  53  percent  of  the  total  against 
55  percent  a  year  earlier.  The  number  weighing  80-99  pounds  at  37  percent  compares  with  36 
percent  of  the  total  last  year,  while  those  in  the  100  pounds  and  over  group  comprised  4  per- 
cent -  the  same  percentage  as  a  year  earlier.
